L ON DON. March 23 For the 
Tast 24 hours the weather on the 
fron in France has ‘bs en of the 
Aworst possible wintry type, with 
the result that field operations 
have been brought to a 
standstill. Reuter’s correspond 
ent at British headquarters wires 
that more difficult resistance is 
being offered by the German rear 
guards as they are pressed back 
by the British advanced troops. 
This particularly noticeable 
slong the irregular line running 
in a northern and northwestern 
direction from Desary wood about 
three miles west of St. Quentin. 
Behind all the newly-acquired 
British front the greatest activity 
continues both in the way of troop 
movements and in the construction 
and repair of roads and railways. 
Thus far about 10,000 inhabi 
tants have been left behind by the 
Germans during their retreat, 
mostly elderly or very young per- 
sons, Reuter’s correspondent re- 
ports that all the women between 
the ages of 17 and 35 are being 
sent to the fortress at Maubeuge, 
as the Germans say that if they 
were left behind they awould make 
munitious for the French, and so 
they are keeping them to make 
munitions for themselves, 


FRENCH MAKE GAINS 
TO NORTH OF CANAL '~ 


PARIS, Mareh —The Freneh 
forces operating to the north of the 
St. Quentin canal have pushed back 
the Germans betwen one and a quarter 
und two and one-half miles, and also 
have gained additional ground on the 
heights northeast of Tergnier over- 
looking the Oise valley, according to 
the French official communication is- 
sued tonight. Two attacks near Thil, 
northeast of Reims, were repulsed, 

The communication says: 

“Between the Somme and the Oise, 
in the course of the day our troops 
carried out with decision a spirited of- 
fensive which was completely success- 
ful. The enemy, despite stubborn re- 
sistance, was pushed back on a large 
front for distances varying between 
two and four kilometres to the north- 
east of the canal of St. Quentin. 

“To the northeast of Tergnier our

detachments have pushed ahead = on 
the heights immediately overlooking 
the Oise valley. In this region the 


Germans have resorted to inundations. 
The city of LaFere is under water. 

“To the south of the Oise, we have 
continued our crossing of the Ailette 
river. In the region to the north of 
Soissons our troops fought for and 
realized considerable progress toward 
Margival, 

“To the northwest of Reims the Ger- 
mans earried out against our trenches 
before Thil two attacks which failed 
under the curtain fire of our machine 
cuns, The losses of our enemy have 
been serious, Judging from the bodies 
of men abandoned by him within our 
wire entanglements, 

“Along the rest of the front the day 
has been comparatively quiet, 

Recent Captures, 

“As a whole, including the figures 
given in the preceding communication, 
we had captured in this region up to 
March 21, eleven machine guns, two 
trench guns, 24 officers and 1,770 men. 
During the same period three enemy 
airplanes were brought down by the 
British, whose very active airplanes 
ilso have bombarded railway stations 
und enemy artillery parks. 

“Policing operations, made necess- 
ary by the exactions of Greek in- 
surgent bands in the neutral zones, 
have enabled us to scatter several 
bands in the region of Kipurgos and 
to seize a great number of ‘rifles and 
cartridges which had been concealed.”

COPENHAGEN, March 23, via Lon- 
don,—The announcement of reductions 
in the bread ration in Germany and 
aun increase in the meat ration, as re- 
ceived here, is indicative of Germany's 
present food difficulties, to which the 
Prussian food commissioner, Dr. Geo. 
Michaelis, referred in a recent speech 
in the Prussian Diet, 

The grain stocks which, even with 
the supplies received from Roumania, 
were barely sufficient to carry 
through the population until the har- 
vest and the old ration had to be 
drawn upon to compensate for the 
potato crisis in the winter, when for 
weeks the supplie® to the citie; were 
interrupted by the cokl weather. 

“The restoration” of the pota ra- 
tion to five pounds is in reality a re- 
duction when it is considered that 
the original ration was seven pounds. 


The meat ration, on the other hand 
can be increased owing to the com- 
paratively large stocks of cattle that 
huve accumulated and which must 
be slaughtered owing to the shortage 
in fodder,

Editor Bulletin, 

Sir,—The action of the municipal 
law committee of the Legislature in 
triking out the increment tax from 
the proposed taxation amendments 
to the city eharter will not be very 
comforting to the friends of single 
{ax Submitting the question of 
single tax straight to a popular vote 
is subjecting it to a test that it will 
be unable to respond to, The 
staunchest advocate of the system 
can hardly answer the objection that 
it is inadequate to raise sufficient re- 
venue to meet the current expense 
of government in view of the pre 
tical necessity ¢ “a scheme of ta 
tion that will yield enough money to 

mduet the activith of the city, 
coupled with the knowledge that 
taxation of land alone has failed to 
produce this result, it is unwise to go 
to trial before the voterg on the issue 
of single tax, as its defeat now would 
fmean its extinction for all time 

To preserve the principle underly 
ing single tax is of more importance 
than to attempt to keep it in oper 
ition under trying conditions, The 
whole theory of the system centres 
round the idea that ¢he increased 
value of cliiy real estate is a com- 
mt t made value, and that singl 
tax ig the means of returning that 
value to the people; that the title- 
holder of land should pay an annual 
rent or tax into the public treasury for 
the use of the property which the 
public have created It is based on 
the assumption that it is unfair to

Single tax, while it is perhaps the 
ideal perfect method of taking the 
community-made value, Is neverthe- 
less difficult of operation under pre-

tux may be, temporarily at least, the 
proper method, 

The necessity of the stiuation re- 
quires that money to run the city be 
obtained from some souree where it is 
available, and while it is a hardship 
that the masses should have to bear 
the consequences 6° real estate specu- 
lation; still it would not be altogether 
intolerable, provided the inerease in 
real estate values, whieh is bound to 
follow increase of population, is not

809—that the greatest of all Caliphs 
gave up the ghost and joined the 
houris in Paridise He was on his 
Way to take Constantinople and r 
venge hin If upon the Emperor 
Nicephorus because of the Byzantine 
ruler’s treachery when a revolt broke 


out in Khorassan demanding his pres- 
ence, und he was on the march thither 
when he died. Had Haroun lived a 
few years longer Constantinople 
would in all probability have been 
udded to his empire. The Empre 
Irene paid tribute to Haroun as long 
as she lived, but her successor, Nice 
phorus, refused to do so, and demand- 
ed the return of all the sums which 
the Empress had paid. To this Har- 
oun sent his famous reply 

“In the name of the most merciful 
God, Haroun Al Rashid, commander

Long Enlistment Roll of Over Three Hundred Names, Including 
nty-Seven Who Have Laid Down Their Lives, Testifies to the 
Fidelity and Courage of Men Who Have Doffed Their Gowns For 
the Familiar Khaki—Those Left Behind Also Doing Their Share 


No more splendid exhibition of 
patriotism has been shown in Can- 
ada than by the University men. In 
the stress of war the men in the col- 
leges have demonstrated that they are 
of the stuff of which heroes are made 
When the call of the Empire sound 
ed, the students were quick to throw 
aside their books and take up the 
rifle, Their achievements on «a 
hundred battlefields attest their 
courage and fidelity to the cause they 
love so well. 

The University of Alberta has lived 
up to the tradition set long ago by the 
universities in the Ola Land, when 
their country summoned them. When 
the wat broke out the response was 
instant and eager How noteworthy, 
the long honor roll of over 300 names 
set at-the doors of Convocation Hall 
betokem®: How memorable, the list 
of 27 who have given their lives that 
their ‘eountry might live bears per- 
petual evidence. Hats oft to The 
University of Alberta! 

Heard the Call. 

The honor roll of students and 
faculty members who have doffed 
their gowns to put on the khaki is 
almost identical with the list of the 


undergraduates and the staff. So 
many enlisted that the classes were 
ilmost stripped of men None re- 


mained but those who were medically 
unfit, of who for absolutely inescape- 
able reasons were obliged to remain 
behind and find the duty on this 
side of the ocean. Many of them, 
when the guns began to roar in 
Mrance, hurried home to the mother 
land and joined famous regiments, 
Others signed on with the local bat- 
talions as they were raised There 
is scarcely a unit in the West which 
does not have some represe ive of 
ne Univyersty of Alberta on its mus- 


ter roll. The greater number, how- 
ever, attached themselves to the uni- 
versity reinforcing drafts of the Prin- 
eess Patricia’s, and bave helped that 


splendid corps to make history, 
while many more are jdentified with 
the 196th draft battalion, which is 
still reerviting. But, wherever they 
may be, With the infantry in the 
trenches, with the guns, with the am 
bulancek, with the Royal flying corps, 
in France, in Salonika, and in Meso- 
potamija, the men of the University 
of Alberta have ever given a good 
account of themselves and done honor 
to their Alma Mater and their pro- 
vince.
